Active ingredient groups selected from sterically hindered amines, benzotriazoles, 
benzophenones, aromatic amines, or phosphites, wherein the sterically hindered amines are 
defined by variables X 1 , X 2 , X 3 , Y 1 , Y 2 , R 1 , C, C 1 , and A; the benzotriazoles are defined by 
variables X, R 1 , C, C 1 , and A; the benzophenones arc defined by variables Z\, Zi, C, X, and A; 
the aromatic amines are defined by variables X 1 , X 2 , X 3 , X 4 , X 5 , X 6 , R 1 , C, C 1 , and A; and the 
phosphites are defined by variables W 1 , W 2 , W 3 , R 1 , C, C 1 , and A. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species of active ingredient 
group set forth above and a single species for each variable set forth above with respect to the 
elected active ingredient group to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected 
species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.

The following claim(s) are generic: none. 

3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Firstly, there is lacking a reasonable expectation 
that the species have a common property or activity, and it is not considered that all species 
belong to a recognized class of chemical compounds in the art to which the invention pertains. 
Secondly, in view of the documents, such as EP 839844 Al, cited within the International Search 
Report, it is considered that at least one of the active ingredient group species lacks an inventive 
step; therefore, there is lacking the same special technical feature for the species.
